ciuded. The work last year has been 
‘arried on most successfully, and 
only the lack of-funds prevents its 
continuation during the entire win- 
ter, all of the $50,000 voted for this 
purpose having now been expended. 

here is an increase in the nuyber | 
of cattle supplied this year, In 1914} 
a total of 455 head were ar ae and | 
this-year the number is 45¢ While 
the number of milk cows distributed 
is not as great as last year, it is very 
gratifying to find that the largest 
increase has been in the number of 
western grade females and purebred 
bulls supplied. In 1914 about 75 head 
of western bred grade heifers were 
distributed, while this year over 180 
were sold. The number of bulls has 
risen from 24 in 1914 1o 80 this year. 
The reason for this splendid increase 
was due, no doubt, to the fact that 
an option calling for only a quarter 
cash deposit, instead of the fifty per 
cent. in force before, was authorized 
early in the spring and added to the 
sale regulations. [In no way can the 
quality and standard of the Sas- 
katchewan cattle breeding industry 
be raised more quickly and = more 
cheaply than by the introduction of 
high class, purebred sires, and it 
is believed that next year’s farmers 
and stock breeders in even greater 
numbers will avail themselves of 
this opportunity. Only about thirty 
of the bulls were bought in the east, 
the rest being purchased from local 
breeders in the west. 

Amongst other places, the districts 


around Rush Lake, Debden, Margo, 
Kerrobert and Kindersley received 
ecarload shipments of cattle. In IKer- 


robert, where a new 
established this year, approximately 
sixty head of milk cows were sold, 
while Kindersley received about five 
carloads of western-bred grade heil- 
ers. 

That the aetion of the department 
in distributing livestock is appre- 
ciated and thought well of by the 
Saskatchewan farmer is shown by} 
the numerous enquiries received now 
by the livestock branch which une

A LESSON IS DRAWN FROM THE PAST EXPERIENCE 


Ex-Minister of Foreign Affairs for France, Save that the Allies 
Must Co-operate. to the Utmost in Order to Win the War, 
and if They do This, Victory is in Sight 


Stephen Pinchon, ex-minister of 
foreign affairs, cf France, writing un- 
der the caption of “Germany’s Horse- 
whip,” says the allies must concen- 
trate (o the utmost in co-operation to 
win the war. If they do this, he de- 
clares, victory is in sight. 

“T am not betraying any secret,” 
Mr. VPinchon writes, “in saying that 
the allics have not always been in 
agreement since the beginning of the 
war on tactics, military operations 
and diplomatic negotiations. Everyone 
knows dissensions have existed; 
everyone knows there have been di- 
vergencies of view on the part of the 
governments of France and Great 
Britein on the conduct of eastern al- 
fairs. Such incidents -are inevitable 
between powers of whom none thinks 
of dominating and imposing its sov- 
ercign will on any other side, but, on 
the contrary, all consider themselves 
as equals in Jike perils. 

“Mm the coalition which unites Ger- 
many, Austria-Hungary, Turkey and 
Iyngaria there is only one country 
which governs and can be master, 
and that is the German empire, which 
jtseif is dominated by Prussia. It is 
the whip over the governments which 
it has made partners in an enterprise 
of servitude. 

“Austria-Hungary would be bank- 
rapt, together with Turkey and Bul- 


| sarla, were it not for the financial 
support of Berlin, And all three 
would be powerless in both arms and 
diplomacy if they could not lean on 
the Kaiser’s general staff and the 
authority of his ambassadors and 
plenipotentiaries. Neither Franz 
Joseph nor the Sultan, nor the liber- 
pune Cobourg of Sofia, would defy 

Surope if not directed by the German 
power. 

“It is diplomacy of Berlin which 
has carried on all the Balkan intrigues 
| against Russia, France, Great Britain 
and Italy. It cannot be doubted that 
; Pecuniarily they have cost very much 
land that Germany has only received 
very middling co-operation from her 
obsequious dependents. Still, for the 
present at least, she has attained her 
ends, ‘which have in the end profited 
by the lesson of events. The govern- 
ments, by their representatives, have 
met and laid their heads together. 

“We have not only failed in har- 
mony of plans, but prescience, and 
when we have decided we have not 
always counted all their requirements 
and the risks; we have not always 
knewn how to make, at the right mo- 
ment, «ll the sacritiees on which suc- 
ce3s depended. In these matters we 
often have been inferior to Germany; 
it rests upon us to be supcrior in the 
future,”

The Notable Adventures of an On- 
tario Soldier Related in Letter 
Yew soldiers have met with such 


adventures as befel Driver J. by. 
Young, of the mechanical transport 


department, Army Service Corps, who 
before enlisting was a resident of 
Preston and chauffeur for A. N. W. 
Claire. In a letter received by Mr. 
Clare, Young says: 

“We left England ona transport for 
Satoniki. Thirty six miles past Gib- 
raltar 2 submarine appeared and 
started sheHing us. Then there was 
a terrible explcsion. We had been 
torpedoed. [I managed to get away 
in a boat with six holes in it, and by 
dint of hard baling kept afloat until 
wa reached Morocco. We were cap- 
tured by Moors and held for two hun- 
dred pounds per head ransom, which 
the Spanish government got reduced 
to ninety pounds per head. After be- 
ing prisoners for twenty-eight days a 
Spanish gunboat took us to Alhuce- 
mas Where we are interned until the 
end of the war.. We had nine men 
killed and twelve wounded, but I am 
not even wounded.”

Aeroplanes for Ambulance Work 

Aeroplanes were used for ambul- 
ance work for the first time on record 
during the retreat from Serbia by the 
French military mission, says Henri 
Barbey, a war correspondent of the 
Zournal. The Balkan mission was at 
Prisrend. There were a number of 
sick persons, It was impossible to 
carry them on strotchers, but it was 
dctermined not to abandon them. The 
French still had six aeroplanes. They 
had been exposed to rain and snow 
for two months, but were still in 
working order. Col. Fournier placed 
on these aeroplanes the sick men 
whose condit'on was most grave and 
sent them by air to Scutari.

Getting Ready for 
Canada’s Big Army 


Work of Bringing Force up to Half 
Million to Commence at Once 


Preparations are under way in the 
militia department to meet the in- 
creased demand upon the labors and 
(energies consequent upon the new 
year decision ot the government to 
increase the authorized number of the 
Canadian troops from a quarter of a 
million to half « million men, 

The task of bringing the Canadian 
forces to the large figure, it is realiz- 
ed, is a heavy one, but the minister 
of militia is confident as always that 
it can be accomplished. 

The new authorization, if consum- 
mated, will mean the recruiting of 
nearsy 30 per cent. of all males of 
military age throughout the Do- 
minion. It will also mean an annual 
expenditure of §$500,000,000 on the 
basis of $1,000 per man, in uniform. 
This was the estimate made by Sir 
Thomas White. minister of finance, 
when the authorized number was two 
hundred and fifty thousand, and 
when he declared that the expendl- 
ture for the coming fiscal year would 
approximate $250,000,000. It will not 
‘far exceed that amount. ? era 

It-is now more than probable that 
Canada will have two full army corps, 
consisting of four full divisions, on 
the firing line by the beginning of 
spring. This will constitute a splen- 
did representation for the Dominion. 

Preparations for an extensive re- 
cruiting campaign are now under 
way. New regiments will shortly be 
cuthorized for the various cities, 
towns and rural districts throughout 
Canada. 

In addition to these the minister of 
militia declares that he has decided 
to raise several special regiments in- 
cluding two or more Indian regi- 
ments, a Metis regiment, a naturaliz- 
ed Japancse-Canadian regiment and 
a colored regiment. More attention 
Will also be given to specialization in 
other directions.

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What Farmers Suffer Annually 
Through Loss Caused by the 
Weed Nuisance 
“Tama Saskatchewan farmer,” was 
the subject of an address of more 
than usual interest which Hugh Mc- 
Kellar, editor of we Saskatcnewan 
Farmer, Moose Jaw, and former depu- 
ty minister of agriculture for Mani- 
toba, delivered before an audience of 
delegates to the convention of pro- 
vineial agricultural societies in the 
convocation hall of. the university at 

Saskatoon. 

“Though I have christened this ad- 
dress, ‘1 am a Saskatchewan farmer,’ 
I am not a Saskatchewan farmer,” 
began Mr. Meckellar, putting his aud- 
ience in good humor from the start. 
“IT have come to tell you about your 
own work and I hope that in the 
course of my remarks you will catch 
something that will stick and chat 
will be of use to you when you go 
home. 

“You should be proud to say ‘I am. 
a Saskatchewan farmer.’ Three hun- 
dred and twenty acros of Saskatche- 
wan land is what I call an ideal 
homestead and any man who has that 
amount in this province has a right 
to be proud of it as a heritage. Away 
with that feeling ‘lam only a farmer.’ 
Say that you are a farmer in Saskat- 
chewan and be proud of it. Two thou- 
sand years ago to be a Roman citi- 
zen waS a great honor and now it is 
just as much an honor to be a Sas- 
katchewan farmer. 

‘Tt hold that this birthright brings 
duties to you and the first of these 
is to keep your land clean and fertile. 


Cultivation, that’s where cleanliness 
comes in. We had a great crop last 


year. Wiseacres say pollenization 
Was perfect and there was no wind. 
Don’t you believe a word of it. If the 
fields were ever tilled and cultivated 
properly they were last year. But in 
the field behind the agricultural col- 
lege here they have 25.2 bushel crops 
every year. If the farmer djd as the 
agricultural college does his crop 
would be just as much a success year 
after year. Last year the land was 
there and cultivation was there. 

“Weeds! When the minister of 
agriculture said that the farmers 
were robbed of $25,000,000 this year 
by weeds, we realized that the alarm- 
ing fact was only too true, yet you are 
allowing this robbery to go on under 
your very feet. Things that should be 
observed by you in the fight for weed 
extermination are: Fertility of your 
soil, moisture, room, horseflesh, hired 
help, twine, your threshing bill, tak- 
ing to market, freight, and your good 
name. Seager Wheeler gets more 
money out of his wheat on account of 
his reputation for cleanliness. No 
man in this country is farming proper- 
ly who has no wife. Wives, as good 
housekeepers, keep the home clean 
and inspire the man to do likewise in 
his crop. Never stop fighting against 
weeds, 

“Your aims! What are your aims? 
Your farm is not a place solely in 
which to make money. It is a place 
for you to make a home and provide 
home comforts for your wives and 
children. 

“Keep your ear to the ground and 
hear how much is being said about 
education. The three stages in pres- 
ent day agricultural education are the 
rural school. the collegiate institute 
and the university. In order that the 
rural school may give a proper train- 
ing, teachers must be had. These 
teachers come. from the collegiates or 
high schools, The collegiate teachers 
who teach the rural school teachers 
come from the university.

Demand For Compassion of the 
World 

“There are countless cases for 
compassion among the bewildering 
and heartrending byproducts of this 
war,” said G. K. Chesterton recently, 
“but this is not a case for compas- 
sion.” : 


Mr. Chesterton was discussing the 
plight of Belgium as-a result of her 
heroic stand during the first days of 
the war. “This is a case,” he con- 
unued, “for that mere working mini- 
mum of a sense of honor that makes 
uS repay a poor man who has advauc- 
ed his last penny to post a letter we 
have forgotten to stamp. In this re- 
spect Belgium gtands alone, and the 
claims even of other allies may well 
stand aside till she is paid to the ut- 
termost farthing.” 

“There has been self-sacrifice every- 
where else, but it was the self-sacri- 
fice of individuals, each for his own 
country, the Serbian dying for Serbia, 
or the Italian for Italy. But the Bel- 
gian did not merely die for Belgium. 
Belgium died for Europe. 

“If we even privately utter a mur- 
mur, or eyen privately grudge a penny 
for binding the wounds of so solitary 
and exceptional a martyr, we our- 
selves shall be something almost as 
solitary and exceptional.” 

Mr. Chesterton’s appeal is couched 
in mild terms as compared with what 
is deserved by the widows and _ or- 
phans of Belgium according to those 
who have recently returned from the 
desolate wastes and the ruined cities 
of the not long ago prosperous little 
country. One and all they are unani- 
mous in emphasizing the debt that the 
British empire owes Belgium. The 
scenes these returning people picture 
are jn some instances too terrible to 
describe even if words could describe 
them, 

The long queues outside the. bread 
depots tell the story. The thinly clad, 
weeping women, endeavoring to ue 
brave through théir tears, and the 
shivering, ill-fed children clinging to 
their skirts—they tell Belgium’s story. 
And this starvation and destitution is 
all because Belgium stood with her 
face to the enemy when that enemy 
threatened Britain. 

This and volumes more is the rea- 
son such an insistent appeal is being 
made to the Belgian Relief Committee 
of Montreal. Wheat is the present 
salvation of starving Belgium. Wheat 
means both work and bread for these 


long lines of Belgian women and 
children and for $2.50 one Belgian 


family can be kept free from starva- 
tion a month. Belgium is starving 
and Canada is the only part of the 
empre that can supply the wheat she 
needs. Unless this wheat is sent by 
Canadians as a part of the payment 
of Britain's debt of honor to Belgium 
thousands of women and children will 
dio of starvation this winter. 


Horses for Allied Armies 


Seven Thousand From Eastern Can- 
ada and Eleven Thousand From 
Western Canada 

One hundred and thirty thousand 
army horses arrived at the four To- 
ronto horse exchanges during the year 
1915. Of the 112,000 “warriors” that 
came to West Toronto yards about 
100.000 were brought through fro... 
western United States. The British 
and French governments therefore 
purchased in the neighborhood of 20,- 
000 horses in Toronto, drawn from 
various parts of this country. The 
Dominion government, which through 
its agents, purchased directly from 
owners, took 18,000 horses, 7,000 from 
eastern Canada ana 11,000 from west- 
ern Canada. Of those bought in the 
east two-thirds came from Ontario. 
Of the latter 40 per cent. were cav- 
alry, 40 per cent artillery and 20 per 
cent. heavy transport horses. Of 
those purchasea in the west 50 per 
cent. were cavalry, 25 per cent. artil- 
lery and 25 per cent. heavy transport 
horses. 

The average price paid by the Can- 
adian government for horses bought 
in the east was $177, and in the west 
$165, the difference being accounted 
for by the longer haul to seaboard 
and the fact that western horses had 
many of them to be broken. The 
British government paid, on the aver- 
age, $160, while the French govern- 
ment, which sought lighter animals 
of somewhat inferior quality, paid 
$140.—Toronto Globe.

Trance and 
Britain have beea working their fully 
mobilized steel plants night and day, 
and it is estimated that out of every 
three shells, two have gone into the 
reserve supply, that will be used 
when the time comes to. maintain an 
unprecedented rain of death on the 
German positions from Nieuport to 
Switzerland. Into the reservoir of 
men has gone a large proportion of 
the new units, which will rece‘ve 
their real baptism of fire in the next 
‘big push,’”’

In certain districts a homesteader in good standing 
may pre-cempt a quarter-section alongside his home- 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties---Six months residence iif each of six years 
after earning homestead patent ; also 50 acres extra 
cultfvation. Pre-cmption patent may be obtained as 
soon as homestead patent, on certain conditions. 

A settler who has exhausted his homestead 
right may take a purchased homestead ii certain 
districts: Pricé $3.00 per acre.

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HUNDREDS OF LIVES SAVED BY REVENUE CUTTER AND 


£W people realize the vast work 
that this government is doing 
In saving the lives or people 
in distress at sca and in sav- 
mg many valuable vessels that have 
met hard luck In a storm or from some 
other cause, Fast cutters are provided 
to patrol the coast and to enforce the 
lawg of this country... Every incoming 
vessel is met by a cutter, and the car- 
goes of all outgoing craft are inspected. 
The figures given bélow give a very 
good idea of the work. The annual re- 
port recently submitted to congress 
contains much valuable information. 
The equipment of the coast guard 
consists of 24 cruising cutters, 18 har- 
bor cutterg and 279 coast stations. The 
activities of the cutters and -statlons 
during the year resulted In 1,507 lives 
saved from jeopardy, 1,604 instances 
of assistance whereby vessels and their 
cargoes, valued at $11,088,730, were sav- 
ed and 556 cases of other services, 
which Include instances where the as- 
sistance rendered could not be appralis- 
ed or the ald given was not deemed of

R. and Mrs. Finley J. Shep- 
ard, who recently adopted 
a mysterious little found- 
ling, do not like newspaper 

photographers. They have given strict 

orders to the nurse to avold the man 
with a camera. But little Finley does 
not mind, When the photographer, un- 
seen by the nurse, snapped tho accom- 
panying picture the child was looking 
straight into the lens with his hands 
over his head. : 

This little child was found on the 
night of Sept. 14 asleep in the shadow

They 
have come to the conclusion that the 
child was born in Scotland and that his 
mother migrated to Canada in the hope 
of making money by farming. His ap- 
pearance—the fair skin, blue eyes and 
blond hair—as well as his lisp accent 
and repetition of the name “Austin Mc- 
Cleary" indicates Scotch origin. 

Scientists now assert that Finley 
Shepard was reared on a farm north 
of Montreal. It is a section where the 
farm lands are poor and the farmers 
have to struggle to eke a living from 
the land. Because of the infertility of 
the soil they ralse few vegetables and 
therefore do not market such produce 
{n large towns, The boy’s assertion to 
the police when he was first found that 
at home there were many chickens and 
moo cows bears out the theory that he 
was raised in that section of Canada. 
There chickens are raised extensively. 
The great barnyard, filled with fowls, 
was one of the predominant impres- 
sions {n the youth’s mind when he was 
questioned, 

By the peculiar accent and Isp of the 
boy when found, by the name Austin 
McCleary, which he uttered and which 
was found sewed in his clothing, we 
Know the mother was Scotch. She saw 
a dark future for the boy on the {so- 
lated, barren Canadian farm and was 
willing to risk the chance that if aban- 
doned he might be found by some one 
of wealth and affluence. Her fondest 
dreams have been more than realized. 
Few children in America have the same 
opportunity to make good than this lit- 
tle unknown child of some Scotch wo- 
man. 

Will the mother of Finley Shepard, 
Jr., ever claim her son? This {s ex- 
tremely doubtful, for after a year he 
has found the fortune she had wishei 
might be his. Reading about the adop- 
tion, it Is probable that she may some 
time make a trip to New York, but sh 
probably will not claim the boy, She 
will not intrude because she might men 
ace his future. She will always cher- 
{sh the memory of the child, and she 
has already proved her love by remain- 
{Ing in total obscurity while all the 
country read of the boy’s good fortune.

Tunnel Under the Mediterranean One 
of the Links in the Steel Chain 
In an address before the Royal Geo- 
graphical Society, Sir Charles Met- 
‘alfe, an eminent engineer, described 
as a possibility of the not far distant 
future a trip by rail from -London to 
Cape Town. Sir Charles pointed out 
that when one or two lines now under 
construction are completed, and a new 
100 mile line is built, communication 
by rail or steamer will be effected 
trom Cape ‘Town to Alexandria and 
Port Said. A short connection between 
Port Said and Jerusalem would link 
up Asia Minor, 
It was almost certain, he said, that 
a railway would be made from Stan- 
leyville to Lake Chad, and French 
surveys to Lake Chad from Algeria 
had already been inude (across the 
Saharad, With a tunnel from Ceuta 
to the Spanish coast, this would give 
an overiand connection with Europe. 
Sir Charles did not mention the 
subject of a channel tunnel, but if a 
tunnel from Ceuta under the much 
greater distance of the Mediterranean 
he possille, as he foreshadowed, it re 
quires only a littl reasonable imag: 
ination to link up Charing Cross and 
Cape Town. Then in the piping 
times of peace passengers may jump 
on the Cape Town through express at 
the London terminus and reach their 
destination with perhaps one stop at 
Lake Tanganyika for rest and re 
freshment and to admire the view.

Frozen Wheat for Feed 


Good “Results Obtained in Experi- 
ments at Ottawa and Guelph 
Fach year there is a certain amount 
of frozen wheat throughout the west, 
and in some years there is consider- 
able of it placed on the market. Some- 
times it is sufficiently injured to ren- 
der it unfit for milling, and yet be 
practically equal to sound wheat for 
feeding purposes. Frozen wheat 
yaries much in character depending 
upon the degree of. maturity reached 

by the grain before being frozen. 

Experiments in feeding swine with 
frozen wheat have been conducted at 
the Central Experimental Farm. lour 
lots were fed on frozen wheat only, 
and eight lots on wheat combined 
with other feeds. 

The pigs in the two lots fed on No. 
1 frozen wheat averaged 225.5 pounds 
at the commencement and made an 
average daily gain of .86 pounds; it 
took 400 pounds of meal to make a 
100 pounds of gain. 

The two lots fed on No. 2 wheat, 
contrary to what we might expect, | 
made slightly better gains than those | 
fed No. 1 wheat. | 

When No. 1 or No. 2 wheat was) 
combined in the ration, in the pro-| 
portion of two to one, with shorts, | 
corn or oats, the gain was about the! 
game as when the No. 2 wheat was 
fed alone. . | 

The pest ration proved to be frozen | 
wheat combined with three pounds} 
of milk per pig per day; with this | 
ration an average daily gain of .86\ 
pounds was made, and 340 pounds of | 
feed produced 100 pounds of gain. It}
